These familiar instances expose the true charac- 
ter of wealth. Tt is intrinsically nothing. Capital, 
xo called, is nothing,—vested stock,—money at in- 
terest,—eredits in any and every shape, are all less 
than thin air, and valuable only in) consequence of 


ithe legal claim which they give upon the labor of 


others,—upon the toil of our fellow creatures, upon 


ithe flesh and blood, the living carcase of man. 


Men get rich by good luck as it is termed, and by 
fraud. Never by honest labor. The title to pro- 
perty which they cannot use or occupy is held only 
by law. "The professed object of law, in free com- 
munities, is the safety and happiness of the whole 
people. Tf it can be clearly shown that the happi- 
ness of the human family is best promoted by giving 
one mana title to ten thousand acres of land, whilst 
his neighbors are without a square rod, or that one 
man should own fifty @welling houses, whilst his 
neighbors are without a roof to shelter them from 
the storms of winter, then the existing laws are ex- 
actly what the best interests of humanity demand. 
But, if these frightful inequalities are eVidently de- 
trimental to human happiness, it is the duty of the 
people upon whom they are inflicted, to abrogate at 
once and forever the unjust laws which tolerate Giem. 
The right and the power are in the people,—in them 
that labor. All else are drones or swindlers. 
ged and gilded paupers. 

So guarded do our constitutions profess to be re- 
lative to personal freedom, that aniongst our white 
people of age, neither voluntary nor involuntary 
servitude ts said to be allowed. A free man cannot 
bind himself to servitude. But our whole existing 
institutions which relate to the acquisition and pos- 
sesetonof property are sustained by a slavery no less 
absolute, infinitely more pitilessy and scarcely less 
degrading than the more obvious coercion which is 
enforced by the overseer’s lash.

‘In the sweat of thy face shalt thou eat bread.” 
The context of this quotation plainly shows, that 
man should till the earth for a subsistence. Indeed | 
he is expressly commanded to “ replenish the earth | 
and subdue it.” Nor is this an arbitrary command ; | 
no! On our obedience depend our welfare, our. 
happiness, our health, and our lives. The mandate 
ix written on the broad page of the book of nature, | 
in letters of gold—in words of Parental kindness. 
‘The most superficial observer knows, thut the earth 
is the great fountain whence we derive every thing 
we possess ; though scarcely any thing, when first | 
produced by our labor aided by nature’s laws, is fit 
for our immediate use ; but requires some prepara- 
tion to render palatable, or comfortable. This gives 
employment to mechanics, in an infinite variety of 
pleasing pursuits; and here too the Divine injunc- 
tion, ** In thesweat of thy face shalt thou eat bread,” 
holds true. 

Some regard this command of the Creator as a 
curse for disobedience ; and infinite, in number, 
have been the expedients devised to enable some to 
escape from this supposed curse, which ought to be 
regarded us one of the greatest blessings bestowed 


“What are the rights to which 
ture, or the gifls of the Creator ! 
lin already uamed some of them; i. e. life, 
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upon man. For, experience conclusively establishes 
the fact, that, unless man exercises his muscular 
aystem, the body becomes enervated, looses its elas- 
ticity, and, after a miserable temporary existence, 
descends to an early grave. 

‘To this cause we attribute the feebleness of our 
northern corseted and bustled ladies. It is thought 
a disgrace to them to labor in the open air, or to 
walk a few miles. How often do we see them 
riding in an ox cart, over the dry plains of Michi- 
gan, ata snail like progress, when they might finish 
the same journey in half the time, if they would 
only use their land paddles, (to use a sailor's phrase,) | 
and gain health and strength at the seme time. | 
This affected deliency is absolutely a disgrace to 
them in the eyes of every thinking person ; and the | 
consequence is a deterioration of the whole Yankee | 
race y for parents transmit their physieal constitu | 
tions to their children; sickly parents having puny 
children always ; and thus their sins are visited upon | 
the third and fourth generation. 

But to return to our subject. If man was des- | 
tined to till the earth for a stbsistence, (and that he 
was, is manifest fromthe fact that this is the only 
way in Which it ean be obtained,) it was also intend- 
ed that he should possess it, or, at any rate, so much 
of it as he could subdue and cultivate. Hence it is 
perfectly obvious that selling to any one, more land | 
than he can improve, either for pleasure grounds or 
speculation, is a violation of nature's laws; and it 
is high time, having seen the evil effects resulting 
from this great error inthe old world, that we ac- 
comodate our municipal regulations to nature’s im- 
mutable precepts.

thus unnecessarily oppressed and made to be use- 
less, miserable beings, feeling degraded, and that 
they are unjustly treated by society. Under a 
rationally constituted government, the reverse of 
this conduct will be adopted. 

Well arranged, far-seeing, stientific arrangements 
willbe carried into execution, making it easy of 
practice, to direct the concentrated capital, skill, 
knowledge, and experience hitherto accumulated by 
society, to bear most beneficially upon every child 
that shall be born within its dominions, and thus in- 
creasing the advantages of human existence many 
thousand times beyond its present miserable condi- 
tion: and all may and must be made to partake of 
these extraordinary advantages, for otherwise they 
never can be obtained.
